Lower phosphorus amounts coming from EAA; 
still too early to predict long-term réductions

Thé South Florida Water 
Ma ement District’s latest calcu- 
lation on water monitoring in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area (EAA) 
shows farmers continue to exceed 
the 25 percent annual phosphorus 
reduction. required by the 
Everglades Forgver Act. The infor- 
mation shows that over the past 
three years,. agriculture has 
achieved an average of 51 percent 
load reduction. But caution is given 
that it is still too early to predict the 
long-term reductions are a result of 
the implémentation of on-farm Best 
(BMPs). 
That is best determined by examin- 


ing longer trends 

"The. agriculture community con- 
tinues to meet or exceed the mini- 
mum requirements for BMP phos- 
phorus reductions," said District 
Executive Director Samuel E. Poole 
III. “We look for continued and 
mproyed BMP performance to be an 
integral component of Everglades 
restoration. We are continuing to 


monitor BMP results to better 
understand ` performance P and 
trends." 


Calculating a single year's phos- 
phorus reduction requires more 
than simply comparing the average 
arinual amount from the 10-year 


base period (1979-1998) to a current 
year’s value. 

Because rainfall and surface 
water discharges vary With time and 
location throughout South Florida, 
an adjustment is made in the calcu- 
lation for Ab variations. The 
annual total phosphorus reduction 
caléulation has a degree of statisti- 
cal variability of plus or minus'18 
percent 

Under the state’s Everglades 
Forever Act, farmers began imple- 
menting BMPs during 1994. The 
purpose is.to reduce that amount of 
phosphorus discharged into the sur- 
face water. runoff flowing into the 


Everglades. 

The District is charged with regu- 
lating the program and conducting 
on-going monitoring to see that com- ^ 
pliance is being met by the agricul- 
ture community. 

The goal of the Act is to reduce 
phosphorus runoff ‘by a yearly aver- 
age of 25 percent. 

Although phosphorus from indi- 
vidual farms varies, the law says the 
25 percent reduction must apply to 
the EAA basin as a whole. How 
much farmers pay ‘towards 
Everglades cleanup is’ determined 
by, the amount of He 
reduced in the basin.

Brandon - Blacker, 36, of Wellington, 
escaped serious injury when his.crop dust- 
ing plane lost power and flipped over in a 


` sugar cane field at Town Site Farm, owned 


by U.S: Sugar Corporation, about four miles 
‘southwest of Clewiston on July 7 

Mr. Blacker, employed by Air Corp Care 
Inc., of Belle Glade, said he took off flying 
south to north, to ‘apply granular fertilizer, 
when his engine started running “rough”. 

“It was too late to abort my flight, and the 
plane just flipped over,” he said: 

The single éngine plane, a Dromadeer, 
powered with } piston engine, first clipped a 
signal sw alongside USSC's railroad 
track, throwing a broken piece-of the switch 
several yards, then narrowly missed a canal 
bank, cutting through a 50-wide swath of 
sugar cane before coming to rest. upside 
down. Mr. Blacker pushed out a window and 


escaped as the plane's.engine caught fire, - 
"burning most of the fuselage. His only injury 


was a cut hand he suffered as he forced the 
plexiglas window out. David Collins, fore- 
man at Townsite Farm, said he was in the 
office when the accident occurred. *I heard 
the crash and was afraid to look. Brandon is 
Án excellent pilot. He wouldn't be alive now 
if he weren't. 


« Mr. Collins said fire tanks are placed all 

over the fields in case of lightning strikes. 
“Our wagons were there in: minutes, and so 
was Clewiston Fire- Department, They wet 
down everything in the area to keep the 
plane from exploding, said Mr. Collins. 
- The plane, used for application of fertiliz- 
er in the summer months, is powered by 101 
high octane aviation fuel, which is some- 
what more volatile than regular fuel. 

Louis Ramos, general manager of Ait Corp 
Care, aid Zenn planes are kept in excel- 
lent condition at all times. 

“It takes a skilled pilot to fly these planes. 
They have powerful engines; Everything 
went according to specs, there was just 
unexpected engine trouble. These ‘planes 
take off at 70 to 80 mph, groundspeed. ‘The 
FAA (Federal Aviation Agency) has inspect- 
ed the site and plane and said there were no 
violations. Thank God, he walked away," 
said Mr. Ramos.

show temperature changes 
came slowly, almost impercep- 
tibly. Today, Atlanta's summer 
temperatures are six degrees 
warmer than 20 years ago. 

Why? The reason is all those 
roads and buildings that make 
up an urban area. Sunlight 
striking concrete and asphalt 
(especially black asphalt!) is 
absorbed,.heating the man- 
made material. 

The buildings, parking lots 
and roads get very, very hot. 
Much hotter than grass, fields 
or.trees. When the sun goes 
down, the trees and fields radi- 
ate their heat into space, cool- 
ing the area. But, concrete and 
asphalt hold their heat much 
longer, acting like-huge space 


It, means the annual temper- 


ature of a city is warmer than . 


surrounding countryside, Snow 
melts faster and flowers bloom 
earlier in the city. And, pollu- 
tion levels are often much 
higher in the city as well. 

When winds are light, the 
heat island of a large city can 
create a dome of hot air trap- 
ping pollutants and creating 
dangerous conditions. Weather 
sensitive people, including the 
elderly, are often -urged to stay 
indoors during these period of 
heavy smog. 

However, scientists at NASA 
may have come up with a way 
to dampen the-heat island 


i e E 

sa of additional Ser 
reas and, trees, the scientists 
suggest builders use lighter 
colored materials for roofs and 
roads. The lighter colors won't 
absorb as much heat as ‘cur- 
rent building materials. 

These ideas could mean 
fewer heat islands in the 
future and a reduction of ten 
peratures in communities with 
existing heat islands. 

Chances are, however, it will 


have very little impact on third

The Migratory Bird Harvest 
Information Program, will 
require 'all migratory bigd 
hunters to get a free migratory 
bird permit by filling out a 
questionnaire on the new uni- 
versal license application. 

Hunters Planning to take 
ducks, coots, doves, woodcock, 
rails, gallinules (common 
moorhens) or snipe in Florida 
this year must have the migra- 
tory bird permit box checked 
on their universal license. 

"To get the box checked, you 
just have to complete a short 
questionnaire," said Susan 


Wood, chief of Licensing and 


Permitting with the Game and 
Fresh WatersFish Commission 
(GFC). “This permit is avail- 
able at tax collector's offices or 
at retail stores that sell hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses." 

The new program will enable 
wildlife agencies to set season 
dates and bag limits to provide 
sportsmen with as many hunt- 
ing opportunities as possible, 
because they will be working. 
with more accurate figures 
than ever before. 

In the past, anti-hunting 
groups have cited the lack'of 
accurate harvest information 
during their legal challenges of 
hunting seasons. 

"Information from the pro- 
gram will help preserve hunt- 
ing and justify it as a legiti- 
mate recreational opportunity

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Physician-assisted suicide 
doesn’t offer compassion or hope

Tragedy often comes like a 
thief in the night, sudden and 
unexpected. My good friend 
Rick’s father faced deep 
calamity a couple of months 
ago. He was diagnosed with 
liver cancer. The prospects for 
survival were not good and his 
family came home to be with 
him. 
` Rick's dad was in a situation 
that thousands of Americans 
find themselves in every year - 
- battling a terminal illness. 
This painful subject evokes 
fears of pain, incapacitation, 
even financial ruin. It is out of 
a very real concern about ter- 
minal illness that the doctor- 
assisted suicide debate has 
surfaced in this country. In 
fact, the Florida Supreme 
Court is about to make a 
potentially sweeping decision 
on this issue. 


“—Proponents of this practice 


argue that physician-assisted 
suicide offers patients a choice 
about their future and a way to 
relieve pain quickly. Both of 
these are worthy goals. Unfor- 
tunately, doctor-assisted sui- 
cide does not offer much com- 
passion or hope. Indeed, it is 
likely to lead to a variety of 
serious problems for our soci- 
ety. 

We all support the freedom 
of choi¢e, but unbridled free- 
dom can lead to disaster. We 
have laws against suicide 
because we don’t want love 
sick teens, pink-slipped middle 
managers, the disabled, the 
lonely or the depressed feeling 
that killing themselves is 
acceptable and life is not worth 
living. ` 

What makes doctor-assisted 
suicide a particularly thorny 
issue, however, is that it 
involves more than individual 


choice.. This is calléd-doctor-, 


assisted- suicide precisely 
because this is not an individu- 
al:private act. Indeed, this is a 
public act, that involves at 


least two individuals. If doctor- 
assisted becomes the norm, 
physicians will be granted a 
radical new authority -- the 
authority to participate in end- 
ing another person's life. 

But this runs contrary to 
more than 4,000 years of medi- 
cal tradition. The Hippocratic 
Oath says "I will give no dead- 
ly medicine to anyone if 
asked." It is precisely because 
doctors are healers and not 
killers that the American Med- 
ical Association and the Flori- 
da Medical Association oppose 
physician-assisted suicide. 

But the push for allowing 
people to "choose" doctor- 
assisted suicide could lead to a 
circumstance where life and 
death in the case of terminal 
illness is actually determined 
by doctors--without the con- 
sent of the patient. The experi- 
ence of the netherlands indi- 
cates this is not scare monger- 
ing and speculation. No other 
country has as much experi- 
ence with doctor-assisted sui- 
cide. The Dutch government 
allows it to go on freely. But 
according to a 1991 study by 
the Dutch government cited in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine, it was discovered 
that at least 1,800 victims of 
doctor-assisted suicide had 


.never made a request to be 


killed. Doctors had 4pparently 
taken it upon themselves to 
make the decision to kill. 
Compassion is another pow- 
erful argument advanced in 


favor of doctor-assisted suicide.” 


Death is an escape from süffer- 
ing and physical pain, the 
argument goes. But this 
.ignorés advancement by medi- 
cal science in recent years. 
According to Ira Byock, presi- 
dent of the American Academy 
of Hospice and Palliative 
Medicine, “Pain can always-be 
alleviated.". 

Our medical profession has 


“an important-responsibility to 


ensure that effective medica- 
tion, advanced equipment and 


current techniques are avail- 
able to meet the physical needs 
of those who are suffering from 
pain. “Beyond morphine and 
skilled medical care,” says 
Byock, “it is possible to attend 
the dying in ways that honor 
and even celebrate their lives.” 
Doctors who offer death by 
assisted-suicide as a medical ‘ 
option communicate hopeless. 
ness, not compassion. 

Often the despair that drive 
people to seek the option of 
doctor-assisted suicide is, 
depression and psychological 
distress. A network of hospice 
care facilities around the coun- 
try has been working for, 
decades to offer terminally-ill 
patients the care they need 
physically and psychologically 
to meet the challenges of cop- 
ing with their illness. It is 
these individuals in the hos- 
pice movement that have 
demonstrated real compassion * 
with decades of work. And it is 
important to note that the 
American Academy of Hospice ¢ 
and Palliative Care and other 
hospice organizations are 
strongly opposed to doctor 
assisted suicide, precisely 
because they find that promot-, 
ing death is not compassion- 
ate. 

As my friend's father faced 
the news, he accepted his con- + 
‘dition and lived his remaining 
days to the fullest. He passed! 
away a month ago. In those 
last remaining weeks of his 
»life, he saw his family brought 
together by the tragedy, 
Wounds were healed and divi- 
sions in the family were 
erased. By grieving together, 
his family reconciled, rekin-, 
dled the family spirit and cele” 
brated his life. Rick, I know, 
was happy for that.

“The grandmothers grew up 
in.an era when women were 
housewives, whereas the 
granddaughters came of age 
during the women's liberation 
movement of the ‘70s,” Mills 
said. “Changing expectations 
make the granddaughters 
more like their grandfathers in 
terms of being independent 
and oriented toward careers.” 

Mills found that gender dif- 
ferences affect grandparents as 
well as grandchildren. For 
example, grandmothers who 
lost their spouses said they felt

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Physician- assisted suicide 
doesn't offer compassion or hope

Tragedy often comes like a 
thief in the night, sudden and 
unexpected. My good friend 
Rick's father faced deep 
calamity a couple of months 
ago. He was diagnosed with 
liver cancer. The prospects for 
survival were not good and his 
family came home to be with 
him 

Rick's dad was in a sit 
that thousands of Americans 
find themselves in every year - 

- battling a terminal illness 
ful subject evokes 
s of pain, incapacitation, 
al ruin. It is out of 
al concern about ter 
ss tliat the doctor 
sted suicide debate has 
surfaced in this country. In 
fact, the Florida Supreme 
Court is about to make a 
potentially sweeping decision 
on this issue. 

Proponents of this practice 
argue that physici sisted 
suicide offers patients a choice 
about their future and a way to 
relieve pain quickly. Both of 
these are worthy goals. Unfor- 
tunately, doctor-assisted sui- 
cide does not offer much com- 
passion or hope. Indeed, «it is 
likely to lead to a variety of 
serious problems for our soci 
ety. e 

We all support the GAS 
of choice, but unbridled free- 
dom can lead to disaster. We 
have laws against suicide

The Hippocratic 
Oath says “I will give no dead- 
ly medicine to anyone if 
asked.” It is precisely because 
doctors are healers and not 
killers that the American Med- 
ical Association and the Flori- 
da Medical Association oppose 
physici sisted suicide 

But the push for allowing 
people to 
assisted suicide could lead to a 
circumstance where life and 
death in the case of terminal 
illness is actually determined 
by doctors--without the con- 
sent of the patient. The experi- 
ence of the netherlands indi 
cates this is not scare monger 
ing and speculation, No other 
country has as much experi 
ence with doctor-assisted sui 
cido. The Dutch government 
allows it to go on freely. But 
according to a 1991 study by 
overnment cited in 
gland Journal of 
it was discovered 
t 1,800 victims-of 
doctor-assisted suicide had 
never made a request to be 
killed. Doctors had apparently 
taken it ‘upon themselves to 
make the decision to kill 

Compassion is another pow- 
erful argument advanced in 
favor of doctor-assisted suicide 
Death is an ape from suffer- 
ing and physical pain, the 
argument «goes. But this 
ignores advancement by medi- 
cal science-in recent years 
According to Ira Byock, presi- 
dent of the-American Academy 
of ‘Hospice and Palli 
Medicine, “Pain can 3 
alleviated.” 

Our. medical profession has

Doctors who offer death by 
assisted-suicide a medical 
option communicate hopeless 
ness, not compassion. 

Often the despair-that drive 
people to seek the option of 
doctor-assisted suicide is

s. A network of hospice 
care facilities around the coun 
try has been working for 
decades to offer terminally-ill 
patients the care they need 
physically and psychologically 
to meet the challenges of cop- 
ing with their illness. It is 
these individuals in the hos- 
pice movement that h 
demonstrated real compas: 
with decades of work;And it is 
important to note that the 
American Academy of Hospice 
and Palliative Care and other 
hospice organizations are 
strongly opposed to doctor 
assisted suicide, precisely 
because they find that promot 
ing death is not compassion 
ate. 

As my friend's father faced 
the news, he accepted his con 
dition and lived his remaining 
days to the fullest. He-passed 
away a month ago. In those 
last remaining weeks of his 
life, he saw his family brought 
together by the tragedy 
Wounds were healed and divi- 
sions in the family were” 
erased. By grieving together, 
his family reconciled, rekin- 
dled the family spirit and cele! 
brated his life. Rick, I know, 
was happy for that

Mills and other researchers 
surveyed three and four gener- 


+ ations of families, totaling 


2,003 people, between 1971 
and 1994. Unlike other stud- 
ies, they focused on grandpar- 
ents' relationships with grand- 
children who were adults 
rather than youngsters or 
teenagers. 

The research suggests the 
relationship between the two 
generations is likely to,change 
over time as grandchildren 
marry, raise children and pur- 
sue careers, and as grandpar- 
ents become ill or widowed, he 
said 

"We found that becoming 
parents strengthens the bond 
adult grandchildren feel for 
their grandparents, probably 
because uming family roles 
similar to ones their grandpar- 
ents took makes them feel 
more like them," Mills said 
"On the other hand, moving 
into full-time careers resulted 
in less contact and closeness 
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with grandparents, probably 
because of job demands.” 

Gender. differences emerged 
in such relationships; with 
adult granddaughters pursu- 
ing careers reporting 1 
agreement in opinions with 
their grandmothers and more 
with their grandfathers, the 
study found 

"The grandmothers grew up 
in an era when women were 
housewives, whereas the 
granddaughters came of age 
during the women's liberation 
movement of the Mills 
said. "Changing expectations 
make the granddaughters 
more like their grandfathers in 
terms of being independent 
and oriented toward careers." 

Mills found that.gender dif- 
ferences affect grandparents as 
well as grandchildren. For 
example, grandmothers who 
lost their spouses said they felt 
more affection toward their 
grandchildren and spent more 
time with them, while grandfå- 
thers gener: had less to do 
with their grandchildren than 
they did before their wives 
died, he said

Gaucher (pronounced Go- 
shay) disease is an inherited 
disorder in which individuals

enzyme called glucocerebrosi- 
dase. The body needs this 
enzyme to break down a fatty 
substance called glucocerebro- 
Side. This enzyme deficiency 
results in the accumulation of 
the fatty substance in the 
spleen, liver and bone marrow. 

Individuals with Gaucher 
disease are sharing their expe- 
riences to familiarize:the pub- 


lic with the warning signs. It, 


can be misdiagnosed as 
leukemia or arthritis, but prop- 
er diagnosis can be acheived 
through a simple blood test. 

“When I was a child, doctors 
told ray mother I suffered from 
growing pains," said Florence, 
a Florida woman in her seven- 
ties.

Like Tay-Sachs, another 
genetic disorder, the incidence 
rate of Gaucher disease is com- 
paribly high in people of 
Jewish descent. Up to one in 
ten Ashkenazi Jews is a carrier 
of/Gaucher disease, and as 
many as one in 450-600 has 
the disease.

hot week here on 

Lake Okeechobee. A few after- 
noons rain showers have helped 
to put a little water back in the 
lake. The lake level was actui 

ly stayed at a higher level then 
predicted. This is good as it will 
let some of the grass grow back' 
if the sprayers don't kill it. We 
need this grass in the lake very 
badly. If you don't think we do, 
just go look at the water in the 
areas where there is no grass. 
The water becomes unfishable 
when the wind blows and the 
silt settles on what grass thexc 
is stunting its growth. 

Enough said about the grass. 
The fishing in the areas where 
the water is clean, which is lim- 
ited is fair. The bass are on 
theirs summertime - patterns 
near or in deeper water. We 
were fishing the east side of the 
lake last week and caught some 
nice fish up to 7 1/2 lbs. using 
crankbaits. We were sitting in 
12 feet of water and throwing 
into 4 feet of depth. A slow 
retrieve seemed to work the 
best. We also had some smaller 
fish up to 3 lbs. on topwater 
near Rita Island, fishing the 
isolated peppergrass clumps. 
We were casting small topwater 
bait into the small*hóles and 
just letting it sit still. Tha 
seems to work early morning 
and late evening the best. 

When fishing in Florida this 
time of year, one must be very 
careful about the heat of the 
day. You can become dehydrat- 
ed very quickly from perspiring 
and not drinking enough liq- 
uids. So, be sure to wear Die 


. loose fitting clothing and drina 


plenty of water. Take a break in 
thé mid-day heat and gó back 
out in the evening after the sun 
has dropped down.a ways.
